treasury. 

Sec. 3. The provincial board shall have power to make the necessary provision for 
the construction, with the funds authorized by law, of a wagon road from the poblacidn 
of the municipality of Barili to the site of the Boloc-Boloc Springs, trace new streets 
and extend such of the existing streets as it may see fit, and make any other improve- 
ments it may deem necessary within the zone reserved by the Governor General for 
the purposes of this act; and may, with the approval of the Governor General, expro- 
priate the property necessary therefor. 

Disease-breeding pests — Appropriation for the eradication of (act No. 2178, enacted 

Mar. 16, 1912). 

Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the insular treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, the sum of 10,000 pesos, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, to be expended by the bureau of science for the eradication of disease- 
breeding pests in the Mountain Province.
